A new warden message urged Amcits to be cautious 
when going out. There have been no reports of Amcit deaths or injuries. The 
roads to the airport are clear, and the airport is open, but fights are limited.. 
Police presenpe is minimal or nonexistent, and looting continues in many areas 
of Caracas and outside Maracaibo. The police and National Guard were 
ordered to remain in their quarters. Reports say anti-Chavez protests may 
occur April 15 in Caracas.

The 
communique suggests a willingness to dialogue with Chavez, but insists on 
merit-based PDVSA leadership and reinstatement of fired workers.
